Greece itself, and the advantages and opportunities 
it will offer. 


They want a stabilized government; they want 
quick economic development; they want to get the 
peasants in the hill country out of a historic strait- 
jacket through agricultural reforms; they want a 
completely modernized educational system, and 
they want a Greek nation completely independent 


of help from other nations. In brief, they want to 
be their own man. A proud people, are the Greeks, 
conscious of their classical heritage, but becoming 
more and more sensitive to the future. 


The past quarter of a century hasn’t been easy 
for this country at the southern* tip of the tradit­ 
ionally stormy Balkan peninsula, whose 
upper 
borders are shared by Albania, Yugoslavia, Bulgar­ 
ia — all Communist nations — and Turkey. 


Without the Truman Doctrine, which sent ef­ 


fective military assistance here in 1 9 4 7 whe n the 
British wearied of trying to stop the civil war which 
followed World War II, Greece would surely ha ve 
long since been under command of Moscow. With­ 
out the Marshall Plan, which has dumped over $5 
billion into the nation’s economy — and the U. S. 
is still pumping — the fate of Greece would be que s­ 
tionable indeed.

ence in po litical — and, thus g o v ernmental — af­ 
fairs has been reduced to where it is no lo ng er an 
impo rtant fa cto r. Because o f this lo ng -ho ped fo r 
reductio n, the newest Greek Center Unio ns g o v ­ 
ernment, fo rmed in early 19 6 4 after an electio n 
mandate in 19 6 3, is setting its sails fo r a jo urney 
into a new-lo o k future. 
Credit fo rmer President Harry Truman and 
the 
late wo rld-citizen Geo rg e (’. 
Marshall 
fo r 
sav ing the co untry o f Greece and all o f its po tential 
dy namism fo r the g lo bal family o f free natio ns. 
The Co mmunists are still o perating here, al­ 
tho ug h the party was ex iled in 19 6 1. In that y ear’s 
electio ns, they g o t 25 per cent o f the natio nal 
v o te. In 19 6 3, the v o te was cut to 12 per cent. 


After y ears o f po litical instability , the new 
g o v ernment under the leadership o f Prime Minister 
Geo rg e Papandreo u seems to hav e thing s under 
co ntro l. 
Thanks to U.S. assistance, Greece did relativ e­ 
ly well eco no mically . 
The tro uble was co nstant 
g o v ernment interference, red tape and bureaucracy . 
No w, say s Deputy Minister Andreas Papan- 
dreau, who up until i9 5 9 spent 20 y ears in the 
United States as pro fesso r o f eco no mics and po liti­ 
cal science at a number o f univ ersities, including 
Yale and Stanfo rd, all o f this is to be chang ed. 
Emphasis o n g o v ernment refo rm, ag ricultural 
refo rm and educatio n is no w the po licy , already 
being implemented as rapidly as po ssible. 
Quite apparently the g o v ernment is attuned 
to the teno r o f the times. The Prime Minister has 
g athered aro und him a g ro up o f sharp, far-sig hted 
men. They are determined that Greece is to hav e 
a new and disting uished po sitio n in the wo rld and 
wo rld affairs. 
Here, as elsewhere in the free wo rld, the 
dreams and aspiratio ns o f the no t-so -o ld g eneratio n 
ho pefully will no t be denied. 


And here, as elsewhere in the free wo rld, all 
is no t g lo o m. 
If Athens is an ex ample, and since Athens to 
a larg e deg ree is Greece as I am sure it is, peo ple 
are taking the Cy prus squabble and g o v ernment 
pro blems in stride. 
J ust like us Americans at ho me, they are pre­ 
o ccupied primarily with their wo rk, their families 
and ineir pleasures and, 1 suppo se, judg ing fro m 
my o wn all-to -brief v isit here, peo ple no where are 
mo re o utg o ing , friendly and ho spitable o r mo re 
willing to make an edito r's v isit wo rthwhile. 
This is o ne o f the perso nal pro blems o f this 
co rrespo nding -fro m-abro ad 
business. 
There 
are 
times when y o u’re tempted to unpack y o ur trav el­ 
ing bag and just leav e it unpacked — at least until 
the call o f duty beco mes irresistible 
By the way , there'll be quite a ball here o n 
September 18 .
